for this distance, Dr. Shepardson 
eays, will necessitate a radical 
change in the sewage system of Chi- 
cago without striking at the drain- 
age canal. The condition of the 
river endangers the health of peo- 
ple living in the Illinois River val- 
ley. 

Dwellers along the river have for 
years complained that the river is 
being polluted by the discharge of 
Chicago sewage from the drainage) 
canal at Dresden Heights. 

According to Dr. Shepardson, the | 
pollution is killing all the fish and | 
natural life on the river bottom and | 
‘tre pearl oyster industry of Illinois 
s seriously threatened. 

The drainage canal 
system of Chicago will continue to 
no matter what purifying 
levice is eventually installed, Dr. 
Stepardson'~e._ stated. The Chicago 
sewage system, built at a cost of 
more than $100,000,000, will not be 
discarded.

Barnes Gets the Fat Jobs. 
. Barnes has been in the Untted 
States for 15 years and in that tine 


he has probably enjoyed more fancy 
salaried jobs than any other profea- 
sional tin the country, in the same 
space of time. He has officiated in 
Philadelphia, Tacoma, Wash., Colo- 
orado Springs and St. Louts; and for 
the first time he will next year enter 
the metropolitan arena. 

Barnes’ first real fat job was with 
the Broadmoor Club at Colorado 
Springs, where he was eaid to have 
received $10,000 a year merely to 
play under the name of the Broad- 
moor Club. 

When the Sunset Club pre-empted 
his services two years ago he fell into 
the eiderdown right up to his chin.

such a child In her own home with- 
out fear of poverty and distress, 

She will not abandon it then: she 
will take care of it and love it. There 
is no child that needs mother. love as 
much as such a child. 

Let the neighbors not throw stones 
at her because ehe has the courage 
to go on and face the world with her 
child. Let us reach out to her and 
give her the strength she needa, 

Many people live in glass houses 
and have done worse things, but they 
have pulled down the blinds. These 
are the kind who usually scoff and 
turn a deaf ear to the girl who has 
her cross to bear. 

We have failed eomechow to see the 
pitiful plight of the abandoned child, 
and the agesywithout its fullest ef-
